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Voters 
Approve 
BC Public 
Schools’ 
millage 
renewal

Boyne City area voters ap- 
proved the BC Public 
Schools’ millage renewal 
proposal on Tuesday’s ballot 
by a margin (as of press 
time) of 395 for to 79 against. 
Boyne City Public School 
District voters were asked to 
consider the renewal of an 
18.7416-mil non-homestead 
issue. A renewal of this 
issue will allow the district 
to collect all school aid due 
from the State of Michigan. 
This renewal will not raise 
the millage rate of owner-oc- 
cupied primary residences 
or “qualified agricultural” 
properties. 

Language appearing on 
the May 7th ballot was: 


BOYNE CITY PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
- OPERATING MILLAGE 
RENEWAL PROPOSAL 
This proposal will allow 
the school district to levy the 

statutory rate of 18 mills on 
all property, except principal 
residence and other prop- 
erty exempted by law, re- 
quired for the school district 
to receive its revenue per 
pupil foundation allowance 
and renews millage that will 
expire with the 2013 tax levy. 
Shall the currently author- 
ized millage rate limitation 
of 18.7416 mills ($18.7416 on 
each $1,000 of taxable valua- 
tion) on the amount of taxes 
which may be assessed 
against all property, except 
principal residence and 
other property exempted by 
law, in Boyne City Public 
Schools, Charlevoix and 
Antrim Counties, Michigan, 
be renewed for a period of 5 
years, 2014 to 2018, inclusive, 
to provide funds for operat- 
ing purposes; the estimate of 
the revenue the school dis- 
trict will collect if the mill- 
age is approved and levied in 
2014 is approximately 
$9,987,500 (this is a renewal 
of millage, which will expire 
with the 2013 tax levy)?

Michigan Entrepreneur

Marco Cucco, founder of Idea 
Mia and the JetBag brand, saw an 
opportunity to help Michigan 
workers with disabilities and left a 
successful corporate job to pursue 
a life as an entrepreneur. Back in 
2008, while in the middle of an es- 
pecially challenging Michigan 
economy, Cucco decided he was 
growing tired of the rat race and 
came up with a way to branch out 
on his own. Building off of an idea 
his wife Angie had back in the 90’s 
when frequently traveling to and 
from Italy, he decided to bring the 
concept of a protective and ab- 
sorbent wine travel bag to fruition. 

The best way to transport wine, 
at the time, was to wrap the bottles 
in baby diapers when putting them 
in the suitcase. That way if they 
broke under pressure in-flight the 
diapers would absorb the liquids. 
The simple yet profound concept 
was improved by adding a more 
compact yet absorbent padding and 
a stylish bottle shaped leak proof 
bag. After months, and countless 
nights, spent moonlighting on the 
project, Cucco was finally able to 
identify a design and a go to market 
strategy for the bags that worked. 

Further breakthroughs were 
made when Angie, a grayling na- 
tive, drew on family contacts to 
identify ROOC as the ideal manu- 
facturing and fulfillment partner. 
ROOC, which is based in Roscom- 
mon, Michigan, employs workers 
with disabilities giving them the 
opportunity to succeed. As Cucco 
says, “These highly motivated peo- 
ple need training and the correct 
structure to be gainfully employed. 
We love the partnership...it’s a win- 
win for everyone! They allow us to 
give back to the community while 
fulfilling orders efficiently and cost 
effectively.” 

Cucco, who holds an MBA in 
Pharmaceutical Business, had over 
10 years behind him at companies 
like Samsung and GlaxoSmithK- 
line. Yet, he still found himself hav- 
ing to learn almost everything 
about running a business after 
starting Idea Mia. “In the corporate 
world, you can rely on your team or 
a different department to fill in the 
blanks, but as a small startup, you 
have to become an expert in every- 
thing.” Cucco goes on to say “The 
trick is aligning yourself with peo- 
ple you can trust to fill in those 
blanks.” 

Part of Idea Mia’s corporate phi- 
losophy is to reduce imports as 
much as possible. Cucco says, “Im- 
porting reduces purchasing power 
of consumers in our biggest mar- 
ket, we need to do what we can to 
reduce the balance of payment.

Idea Mia has sold over 1 million 
of their JetBags worldwide, is 
launching four new products, and 
recently opened an office in Turin, 
Italy. According to Cucco, it hasn’t 
always been successful. “Learning 
from your mistakes can be a roller 
coaster of emotions. Sometimes 
it’s good news...sometimes it’s bad 
news.” There have been highs, like 
when they learned that Amazon or 
Bed Bath & Beyond wanted to 
carry their products. Other times, 
after multiple promising meetings 
with venture capitalists, funding 
didn’t come through. “It turns out 
you need capital to run a business 
through peaks and troughs” chuck- 
les Cucco. “Our near term goals are 
to consolidate roots as a manufac- 
turer of consumer brands in Michi- 
gan while advocating for 
manufacturing investments in the 
state and for a nation-wide cam- 
paign for sustainable US-based 
products.” To serve their growing 
number of clients more efficiently, 
Idea Mia is looking to expand with 
new people, financing, and facili- 
ties. 

Idea Mia was funded with pri- 
vate investments from his founders 
and with a 50 thousand dollar loan 
from Northern Initiatives, a Com- 
munity Development Financial In- 
stitution that delivers loans and 
business services to small business 
owners and entrepreneurs who cre- 
ate jobs and enable the people and 
communities in Northern Michi- 
gan to thrive. Idea Mia is the inter- 
national distributor of unique 
lifestyle products designed to pro- 
tect, absorb, humidify and trans- 
port high value consumer items.

For the second year, the event will in- 
clude a “Wear Your Support” bra decorat- 
ing contest.

“Last year there were many partici- 
pants with decorated bras,” said Katie 
Beaudoin, event Chair.

The event honors two local women. Sue 
DeYoung, a mother of four children, died 
in 1992. Judy Edger was a driving force 
behind the event until her death in 1999. 
Funds raised will go to three Charlevoix 
County organizations. Charlevoix 
County’s Circle of Strength Foundation 
will use funds to provide mammograms 
for uninsured women. Monies raised will 
also provide support for the free cervical 
screening program for Charlevoix County 
residents by the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. The third organiza- 
tion, East Jordan Family Health Center in 
Bellaire, will use the funds to purchase 
mammogram equipment. 

Mammograms can save lives by detect- 
ing breast cancer earlier. Mammograms 
have been shown to lower the risk of 
dying from breast cancer by 35% in 
women over age 50. The Affordable Care 
Act mandates insurance companies must 
cover annually mammography screening 
for insured females over age 40. As of 
2010, approximately 492,000 women, over 
15% of women in Michigan, were unin- 
sured. Events such as the Memorial 
Breast Cancer 5K raise funds to provide 
breast and cervical cancer screening to a 
portion of these uninsured women.

CHARLEVOIX— Charlevoix Area Hos- 
pital CEO, Lyn Jenks invited area care 
providers and other local businesses to 
attend an informational luncheon Friday, 
May 8 to discuss recent changes in health 
care as mandated on the state and federal 
levels. Representatives from Charlevoix’s 
hospice, assisted living and adult foster 
care establishments were eager to dis- 
cuss and understand the challenges 
health care changes had in store for 
them. 

Jenks began by commenting to those 
present that health care reform is al- 
ready here and that insurers and 
providers are already moving to a new 
model of care, one that concentrates 
more resources on keeping people 
healthy instead of spending huge sums 
once people are sick. Jenks stated that 
two things were driving health care re- 
form, the uninsured and increasing 
costs. One of the major things that will 
impact care providers in the very near 
future is the state’s decision whether to 
expand Medicaid. Providers can expect 
Medicaid patients across the state to in- 
crease significantly under the expansion. 

There are changes taking place on 
every front concerning health care. 
Changes at the federal government level 
include cuts in Medicare reimburse- 
ments. Changes in the care environ- 
ment, hospitals, foster care facilities, 
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Charlevoix Area Hospital’s CEO, Lynn Jenks, 
held an informative luncheon May 3 to dis- 
cuss recent changes in health care as man- 
dated on the state and federal levels. 


hospices and rehabilitation care centers, 
include patients shopping around for 
care and increased completion among 
care providers. Also, patient’s lengths of 
stay are shorter and services are shifting 
from inpatient to outpatient which is 
now 75% of CAH’s revenue. Finally, a 
changing model of care which means 
that for the first time hospital payment is 
based on care quality not care quantity. 
“The Affordable Care Act means that in- 
surers are not just looking at what you do 


but what the outcomes were,” said Jenks. 
“Tt used to be that if you came in for care 
and we gave you an infection, you paid 
for it, now that’s changing.” 

Jenks mainly addressed employer’s re- 
sponsibilities concerning insurance cov- 
erage as health insurance exchanges will 
become available. Exchanges are online 
marketplaces where individuals or em- 
ployers can shop and compare health in- 
surance options. These exchanges will be 
available for the 29 million people ex- 
pected to gain access to coverage. Op- 
tions for employers are to continue to 
provide insurance for employers by ei- 
ther absorbing the costs or sharing them 
with employees. Or shift to a defined con- 
tribution plan to cap cost growth by al- 
lowing employees to seek their own 
insurance coverage, this is where the ex- 
changes will make things easier. Under 
the Affordable care act businesses are 
not required to provide health insurance 
for their employees. Under certain cir- 
cumstances however, fees may be in- 
curred for employers of over 50 
employees. Tax credits are available for 
small businesses of up to 35% of the cost 
of insurance. 

Jenks stressed the hospitals mission to 
serve the community and the need for 
community support. She cautioned that 
everyone needs to expect change and 
wanted to assure everyone that the hospi- 
tal welcomed the upcoming challenges.

Pet guardians know how having a pet 
can enrich a life. Pets not only offer 
companionship, but researchers have 
found that people who have pets have 
lower blood pressure and are less likely 
to suffer from depression. For some peo- 
ple with a disability or illness, a trained 
therapy animal can be life changing. 
Service animals have been trained to as- 
sist people with disabilities. Dogs are 
most commonly used, but monkeys, 
birds, and horses have also become serv- 
ice animals. 

Probably the most well known use of 
service animals is dogs for the visually 
impaired. Dogs are most often used as 
guide animals, but miniature horses 
have been used as guide animals for 
more than a decade. Miniature horses 
have exceptional vision and, since they 
are herd animals, they automatically 
synchronize their movements to others, 
making them ideal guide animals. In ad- 
dition, the miniature horses can live and 
work for more than 30 years. Guide dogs 
are typically in service for four to six 
years. Each time the blind person re- 
places a guide dog a substantial period 
of retraining is required. 

Service dogs have also been of assis- 
tance to persons with epilepsy. Seizure 
alert dogs warn people with epilepsy of 
an impending seizure, minutes or even 
hours before the event. The person with 
epilepsy is able to take corrective action 
- such as moving to a safe location - be- 
fore the seizure strikes. It is unknown 
how dogs detect an oncoming seizure. 
Seizure dogs are born with the ability 
they cannot be trained to develop this 
skill.

A diabetic alert dog can signal when a 
person with diabetes shows the signs of 
dangerously low blood sugar levels, such 
a sweating, shaking, nausea and confu- 
sion. These dogs are trained to recog- 
nize the specific scents associated with 
extreme blood sugar levels. The alert 
dog notifies the person with diabetes to 
react to their blood sugar level before 
they suffer a loss of consciousness or 
other life threatening condition. 

Hearing dogs are trained to alert per- 
sons with hearing impairments of 
sounds that are necessary to their safety. 
The person pays attention to the dog re- 
action to the sound and knows when and 
where the sound originates. Hearing 
dogs are trained to respond to specific 


sounds, such as fire and smoke alarms, 
the telephone, oven timer, alarm clock 
and doorbell, as well as recognizing 
when the person’s name is being used. 

Monkeys have been trained to assist 
persons with spinal cord injuries and 
other mobility impairments. Capuchin 
monkeys provide assistance in daily liv- 
ing. They can retrieve a dropped item or 
reach something off a shelf, open doors, 
and turn lights on and off. A service 
monkey can scratch an itch and brush 
hair. They can even get a bottle from the 
refrigerator, open it, add a straw and 
hand it to the person. 

In equine therapy, horses are used for 
emotional growth. Troubled youth that 
have been therapy resistant have re- 
sponded very positively to the equine 
therapy techniques. Numerous emo- 
tional benefits have been shown through 
equine therapy, including increased con- 
fidence, self-efficacy and self-acceptance, 
improved trust, communication, and so- 
cial skills. 

Other forms of animal assisted ther- 
apy include birds to improve speech and 
dolphins to help children with emotional 
or physical impairments. Even ele- 
phants have been used therapeutically 
for persons with autism. 

When meeting a person with a service 
animal, remember that the animal is 
working. Don’t interrupt the animal or 
interfere with the completion of its 
tasks. Speak to the person first, but 
don’t ask person questions about their 
disability. Don’t touch the animal with- 
out receiving permission. Do not feed 
the service animal. Finally, don’t be of- 
fended if the person doesn’t want to chat 
about the service animal.

Honor mothers on 
Mother's Day and every day

On May 9, 
1914, President 
Woodrow Wil- 
son proclaimed 
the second 
Sunday in May 
as Mother’s 
Day. This spe- a 
cial day re- vie a ‘ 
minds ustodo © = 
what we should 
do every day: 
honor, respect and pay tribute to 
our mothers. The dictionary de- 
fines honor as a showing of un- 
usually merited respect or 
recognition. On May 12 of this 
year, that will translate into activ- 
ities to commemorate our moth- 
ers such as sending a greeting 
card or flowers, calling, visiting 
or taking her out to eat. 

While these tokens of apprecia- 
tion are surely valued and en- 
joyed, there remains a sense that 

Mothers deserve more than a 
single day of recognition and 
honor. After all, if it were not for 
our mother’s we wouldn’t even be 
here! Should we not honor, re- 
spect and treat our mother with 
the highest level of esteem every 
day of the year? Our words, ac- 
tions and behavior toward our 
mothers should be a manifesta- 
tion of this respect. How mothers 
are treated daily by their spouses 
and intimate partners also teach 
our children about respect, empa- 
thy, compassion and equality. 

Motherhood is difficult on the 
best of days. For those experienc- 
ing domestic abuse, the chal- 
lenges increase dramatically and 
may include verbal, emotional, 
sexual and physical abuse from a 
spouse or intimate partner. In 
fact, one in four women will expe- 
rience domestic abuse during her 
lifetime. Domestic violence con- 
tinues to be a national health cri- 
sis of epidemic proportions. 
Abuse is often witnessed by chil- 
dren in the household; in the US., 
there are 15.5 million children liv- 
ing in families in which domestic 
violence has occurred. 

Over the years, many hundreds 
of survivors in northern Michi- 
gan have sought support and secu-

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rity for themselves and their chil- 
dren at the Safe Home, operated 
24/7 by the Women’s Resource 
Center of Northern Michigan. 
They come for temporary refuge 
from the perils of domestic abuse. 
They also come out of hope for a 
better, safer future. Thousands 
more have been provided support 
through non-residential domestic 
abuse services. 

“The violence got to be too 
much and I was so scared and de- 
termined to create a safe and se- 
cure life for me and my boys,” 
said one survivor who had stayed 
at the Safe Home. After she left 
her abusive partner, she asked 
herself, “How am I going to feed 
my kids, get into our own home 
and get myself emotionally and 
spiritually through this while car- 
ing for my boys, meeting their 
needs and helping them with 
their losses?” 

Would the person who threat- 
ens, demeans, humiliates or phys- 
ically harms his partner treat his 
own mother this way? Would he 
want his own mother to be on the 
receiving end of such abusive be- 
havior? Can a person who enacts 
this type of violence have respect 
for any woman or human? 

Let’s celebrate our mothers on 
Mother’s Day. Yet, beyond this 
single day, the challenge will be to 
practice respect for other people 
including our mothers, daughters, 
sisters, grandmothers and part- 
ners on a daily basis. That may 
require a refusal to buy into the 
advertisements, video games, 
movies, music and magazines that 
make violence commonplace, nor- 
mal and acceptable in our society. 
It involves establishing the con- 
cepts of respect, diversity and 
equality with young people to 
help eliminate bullying and dat- 
ing violence. It means holding 
perpetrators of domestic abuse 
accountable for their actions. It 
means friends, family and com- 
munity members no longer “look- 
ing the other way”, but reporting 
abuse, offering the victim support 
or letting their non-acceptance be 
known. 

When women can live in their 
own homes free of fear, intimida- 
tion, humiliation and violence 
then we will truly have a day to 
celebrate.

his Sunday is one of 
the most loving days 
of the year, as we cel- 
ebrate, recognize, 
and honor the most 
special person in each and 
every one of our lives; mom. 

One of the most surprising 
things about Mother’s Day is 
that it took so long to get 
around to set aside a day just for 
mom each year. In 1870, Julia 
Ward Howe wrote the “Mother’s 
Day Proclamation,” urging that 
a “general congress of women 
without limit of nationality” be 
appointed to “promote the al- 
liance of the different nationali- 
ties.” Howe’s proclamation 
recognized women’s role and re- 
sponsibility in shaping the di- 
rection of society, but the idea 
of an actual Mother’s Day was 
another four decades in arriv- 
ing. 

In 1908, Philadelphian, Anna 
Jarvis, came up with the con- 
cept and even trademarked the 
phrase “Mother’s Day.” She was 
adamant about including the 
apostrophe so that the term was 
a singular possessive - inspiring 
every family to honor their own 
mother rather than inferring a 
general celebration of mother- 
hood. A few years later, in 1914, 
President Woodrow Wilson had 
the good sense to proclaim 
Mother’s Day a national holiday. 

Some Mother’s Day trivia; the 
oldest woman to deliver a child 
is said to be Omkari Panway, 
who gave birth to twins in 2008 
when she was 70 years old. 
Southern Californian Nadya 
Suleman holds the record for 
the most deliveries at once, giv- 
ing birth to octuplets, six male 
and two female children, on 
January 29th, 2009. However, 
larger families are on record, 
with a centuries old nod going 
to Russian Feodor Vassilyev’s 
first wife (oddly, his wife’s name 
doesn’t seem to have been 
recorded), who between 1725 
and 1765 gave birth to 69 chil-

dren, including 16 pairs of 
twins, seven sets of triplets and 
four sets of quadruplets.

MARQUETTE—Ellsworth 
High School graduate, Nicholas 
Cook who is presently a graduate 
student at Northern Michigan 
University, was awarded the Out- 
standing Community Impact 
Award for his involvement in 
projects that directly benefit 
community. This award is given 
to only six students from Michi- 
gan colleges and usual award 
winners include those who are 
highly involved in campus life 
and show an active participation 
in the betterment of their college 
community. 

The Outstanding Community 
Impact Award honors up to five 
undergraduate and one graduate 
student in Michigan who have 
made service an integral part of 
their college experience by their 
significant contribution to com- 
munity resources. The recipi- 
ent’s efforts build partnerships 
between their campuses and 
communities, and demonstrate 
personal reflection and a com- 
mitment to lifelong engagement. 
Winners of this award are se- 
lected by an outside review panel 
and receive $200 to donate to the 


organization of their choice. The 
award is presented from the 
Michigan Campus Compact 


(MiCC), a coalition of college and 


university presidents. 

Cook became highly involved 
at NMU beginning in his fresh- 
man year. “I started in the Upper 


Michigan Brain Tumor Center as 


a freshman fellow which is part 
of a work study program,” said 
Cook. He was put in charge of 
his own research project in his 


sophomore year which he is still 
conducting as a graduate student 
at the Brain Tumor Center. 

As a freshman he also became 
a member of Alex’s Lemonade 
Stand which raises funds for pe- 
diatric cancer research and advo- 
cacy. “Last year I became the 
vice-president of this organiza- 
tion and we have had 4 successful 
lemon runs raising over $6,000 
from a small group of students,” 
he said. Cook has also founded 
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and is president of the Students 
for the Upper Michigan Brain 
Tumor Center which hosted a 
successful awareness/lecture se- 
ries this year. 

Two weeks ago Cook graduated 
from the Student Leader Fellow- 
ship Program, a two year pro- 
gram which pairs students with 
community mentors and a busi- 
ness professor, as well as a lead- 
ership class and a 100 hour 
community service internship. 
He was elected president of Mor- 
tar Board, a senior honor society, 
in his senior year until the pres- 
ent. 

Cook is working on his Mas- 
ter’s degree with the eventual 
goal of entering medical school. 

He graduated from Ellsworth 
High School in 2009 and only 
three and a half years later grad- 
uated from Northern Michigan 
University with a BS degree with 
the highest honor of Summa 
Cum Laude. This was possible 
because of the college credits he 
was able to obtain during his sen- 
ior year at Ellsworth High 
School. Cook enjoyed his high 
school experience at Ellsworth 
especially the small class size 
and the almost one on one inter- 


action which he believes allowed 
him to express himself. 

“One teacher who greatly in- 
fluenced my life goals was Mrs. 
Fox who encouraged me to think 
big. She told me in journalism 
class that, “I want to read the 
paper one day and see that you 
cured cancer.” It was that state- 
ment that made me choose to at- 
tend NMU,” said Cook. He has 
always been highly involved in 
school and community activities. 
He obtained the rank of Eagle 
Scout, and Venture Crew 
through the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica, was involved with the Na- 
tional Honor Society, 4-H youth, 
school government as well as the 
Grantmakers program. Athleti- 
cally, Cook ran cross country for 
four years and track for two 
years running long distance 
events. 

“Running has really encour- 
aged me to achieve what I have. 
Going from high school to college 
and now to graduate school with 
the eventual goal of entering 
medical school is a lot likea 
marathon. The end goal keeps 
me going through some rough 
patches,” said Cook.

Charlevoix School Board 
Approves Staff Lay-Offs

CHARLEVOIX—The 
Charlevoix School Board ap- 
proved 20 staff lay-offs for the 
2013-14 school year, officially re- 
called two teachers that were 
hired back in August and desig- 
nated grade placements at their 
May 6 special meeting. 

The pink slip approval of 
twenty school district staff, fif- 
teen professional and five sup- 
port staff, was voted on as “a 
professional courtesy” accord- 
ing to Superintendent Robert 
Gendron. He repeatedly ex- 
plained that the district is lay- 
ing off “more than they actually 
need to get rid of.” “I would 
rather let them know right now 
than wait until August,” he said. 
In response to questions about 
why the district wasn’t doing a 
full lay-off and then working 
staff back in as needed Gendron 
explained that they have already 
been worked into the schedule 
although that schedule is still 
not complete. The staffing plan 
was based on a projected budget 
that was presented to the board.

“Many of those will be called 
back,” said Gendron. Board 
member Valerie Snyder posed 
many questions concerning the 
type of staff being cut. “I’m not 
sure if I have a good grasp on 
what kind of cuts to programs 
we are making,” she said. The 
board admitted that this was a 
difficult decision-making 
process. “I can’t see any way to 
get around this,” said board 
member Glen Catt. 

The board has already voted 
to move forward with a 2 build- 
ing system, renting out the mid- 
dle school to Head Start for the 
2013-2014 school year. This 
means that K-6 will meet in the 
elementary school and 7-12 will 
meet in the high school build- 
ing. 

A unanimous decision to re- 
call staff members Jamie War- 
chol and Kristen Beach was 
made as a procedural measure. 
Both were hired back after a 
previous lay-off but not offi- 
cially recalled. No one knew 
why. 

Next meeting will be held May 
20 at6 PM.

Northern Lakes Economic Alliance 
Luncheon Attracts Hundreds

Touting Michigan as ‘Amer- 
ica’s Comeback State’ was a re- 
curring theme at the annual 
Northern Lakes Economic Al- 
liance (NLEA) luncheon. 

Held at the Odawa Casino’s 
Ovation Hall in Petoskey on May 
3rd, the luncheon crowd - num- 
bering over 600 - included 
movers and shakers from gov- 
ernment, higher education, 
small business, health care, fi- 
nance, and various chambers of 
commerce. They heard an up- 
beat ‘economic state of the state’ 
report. 

Emcee Stephanie Baldwin, 
owner of Edgewater Design 
Group, kicked off the speaking 
portion of the event by introduc- 
ing Dexter McNamara, chair- 
man of the Little Traverse Bay 
Bands of Odawa Indians. 


McNamara welcomed the audi- 


ence and praised the NLEA’s 
work ethic by noting, “Success- 
ful people are more productive 
than unsuccessful people be- 
cause successful people have bet- 
ter habits.” 

Brief remarks were also deliv- 
ered by the state elected officials 
in attendance — reps. Frank Fos- 
ter (R-Petoskey), Greg MacMas- 
ter (R-Kewadin), and Peter 
Pettalia (R-Presque Isle). 


Foster shared good news: “Jan- 


uary of this year was our best 
year for job creation ina 
decade.” He also noted that dur- 
ing the last two years over 
180,000 jobs have been added in 
the state of Michigan.

dressed the group, via satellite. 
Said Levin, “As we travel 


around the state we see our econ- 


omy coming back very, very 
strong. But I think that in the 
northwest part of our lower 
peninsula, you guys [NLEA] are 
really leading the way, so we 
want to congratulate you on it.” 

Andy Hayes, NLEA president, 
also spoke. Hayes described his 
passion for “building an army of 
evangelists for economic devel- 
opment” in order to help fami- 
lies have jobs and “feel good 
about what they’re doing.” 

Michael A. Finney, president 
of the Michigan Economic De- 
velopment Corporation (MEDC), 
which is a public-private part- 
nership that serves as the state’s 
lead agency for business and job 
growth, was the keynote speaker. 
Finney, whose agency is also re- 
sponsible for developing Pure 
Michigan Business Connect, ex- 
plained that attracting success- 
ful entrepreneurs should be 
coupled with playing up the 
state’s strengths. 

“What is it that Michigan does 
better than anybody else, 
frankly, in the United States, and 
maybe the world?” asked Finney. 
“We make things. We just don’t 
make cars ... we grow agricul- 
tural products; we make furni- 


ture; we make pharmaceuticals.” 

To that end, Finney said the 
MEDC likes to court industries 
that present a potential to “make 
things.” 

Finney also noted how right- 
to-work legislation has positively 
impacted the state’s economic 
comeback. He told the audience 
that the state’s unemployment 
rate has dropped to 8.5% (its low- 
est since 2008) and that bond rat- 
ing agencies, like Fitch Ratings, 
Inc., recently gave Michigan an 
upgrade from AA- to AA, an- 
other welcome sign. 

Founded in 1984, the Northern 
Lakes Economic Alliance is a 
non-profit public/private eco- 
nomic development partnership 
serving Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, and Emmet coun- 
ties. The NLEA’s mission is to 
“enhance the economy of our re- 
gion by acting as a resource for 
local government and entrepre- 
neurs to retain and create qual- 
ity jobs.”

“The online outage map isa 
significant new tool that helps 
build on our promise to provide 
safe, reliable energy to our cus- 
tomers whenever they need it,” 
said Kate Leese Burgers, Con- 
sumers Energy’s public safety 
director. “We know with severe 
spring and summer weather 
comes the increased chance of 
power outages. The outage map 
is a great resource not only for 
our customers, but for local me- 
teorologists, emergency man- 
agers and local government 
officials.” 


The outage map can be ac- 
cessed on desktop computers 
and mobile devices at www.Con- 
sumersEnergy.com/outagemap. 
The site allows customers to re- 
port an outage, get estimated 
restoration times for outages 
and view outages on a detailed 
map. Customers can also report 
power outages by calling Con- 
sumers Energy at 1-800-477-5050. 

“Tt’s important that we take 
time to plan for dealing with se- 
vere weather during all four sea- 
sons,” Burgers said. “Being 
prepared can minimize the im- 
pact of astorm and help you and 
your families stay safe.” 

Before and after a storm hits, 
Consumers Energy encourages 
citizens and customers to con- 
sider the following tips: 

Prepare 

- Keep enough supplies for 72 
hours — food, water, medication, 
etc. Remember to have food that 
doesn’t require refrigeration or 


heating and copies of prescrip- 
tions as well as a first aid kit. 
Don’t forget food / water for pets 
as well. 

- Keep flashlights, a portable 
radio and extra batteries handy. 
For safety, battery operated 
lights should be used instead of 
candles which can cause a fire. 

Install battery-operated car- 
bon monoxide (CO) 
detectors and smoke alarms. 

- Don’t use generators in en- 
closed areas (garages, breeze- 
ways) or near other air intakes 
for risk of CO poisoning. 

- When using a generator, 
make sure it is properly in- 
stalled by a licensed electrician, 
for the safety of line workers 
and other emergency responders 
who may come near power lines. 

- Charge your electronics prior 
to the storm and switch to a bat- 
tery saving mode if power is 
lost. Limit non-essential calls so 
your devices are available for 


emergency information or con- 
tacting 911. 

During a Storm 

- Stay at least 25 feet away from 
all downed wires and always as- 
sume they are “live.” 

- Call Consumers Energy im- 
mediately at 1-800-477-5050 or 
your local law enforcement 
agency to report downed power 
lines. 

- Stay away from storm debris 
that might be entangled with 
power lines. 

- Don’t touch anything a power 
line may be touching including 
trees, fences and puddles. - Visit 
www.ConsumersEnergy.com on 
your mobile device, which im- 
mediately displays helpful out- 
age and storm related 
information, including the on- 
line outage map. 

After a Storm 

- When safe to leave your 
home, check on neighbors or 
family members who may have 


been affected by the storm; espe- 
cially those with specific con- 
cerns such as the elderly and 
individuals with infants, limited 
mobility or other special needs. 

- Monitor your local radio sta- 
tion or Consumers Energy’s on- 
line outage map, 
www.ConsumersEnergy.com/out 
agemap on your mobile device to 
get the most current power 
restoration information.

Test your water 


Annual well water testing should be on tap for 
seasonal cottage owners — and everyone else 


Your cottage, cabin or year- 
round home comes with its own set 
of seasonal rituals. If you have a 
seasonal place, chances are you'll 
soon be firing up the well pump for 
the first time in months, and flush- 
ing who-knows-what out of the 
pipes. But even the most crystal- 
clear water may contain 
pathogens, microbes and bacteria 
that are harmful to your health, ac- 
cording to Scott Kendzierski, Di- 
rector of Environmental Health 
Services for the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan. 

That’s why the Health Depart- 
ment offers two types of well water 
testing kits at its offices through- 
out Northwest Michigan. The Bac- 
teriological (Coliform) Kit, which 
tests for the presence of E.coli and 
other bacteria, is available for $18. 
The Partial Chemistry Kit, which 
tests levels of fluoride, chloride, 
hardness, iron, sodium, sulfates, 
nitrites and nitrates, is $20. Sam- 
ples can be dropped off during 
scheduled drop-off hours at Health 
Department offices in Bellaire, 
Charlevoix, Harbor 
Springs/Petoskey and Gaylord. 
Samples are then analyzed at the 
Health Department’s Northern 
Michigan Regional Laboratory, and 
results are generally available 
within two to three days. 

“This should be part of the sea- 
sonal routine for every private well 
owner,” Kendzierski said. “It’s one 
of the simplest and least expensive 
things you can do to protect your 
health, and the health of those you 


testing is especially important for 
anyone with infants or children, as 
unsafe water can contaminate in- 
fant formulas and can lead to ill- 
ness among those who consume 
tap water. The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency recommends 
annual well water testing, and the 
best time to do it is in the spring, 
following a rainy period. 

Kendzierski explained that the 
presence of a contaminant in your 
well water does not necessarily 
mean there’s a problem. However, 
when levels exceed state or federal 
health standards or recommended 
action levels, you should take steps 
to correct the situation. Health De- 
partment staff provide free consul- 
tation to help you develop a plan to 
resolve the problem. In most cases, 
the plan will call for identifying 
the source of contamination, hav- 
ing the well chlorinated, making 
well construction improvements or 
adding a water filtration/purifica- 
tion system. 

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is mandated 
by the Michigan Public Health 
Code to promote wellness, prevent 
disease, provide quality health- 
care, address health problems of 
vulnerable populations, and pro- 
tect the environment for the resi- 
dents and visitors of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Otsego 
counties.

EAST JORDAN—Tuesday 
evening was the culmination of 
months of hard work and ef- 
fort of the East Jordan City 
Commission, as the commis- 
sion met to give final approval 
of the 2013/14 fiscal year 
budget. 

In a tight 4-8 vote, the 
budget passed by the skin of 
its teeth. 

An issue of contention sur- 
rounding the proposed budget 
was City Administrator Chris 
Yonker’s recommendation to 
raise water and sewer rates. He 
proposed an 8.9% rate increase 
in water. 

Commissioner Doebel ex- 
pressed deep concern over the 
proposed increase, offering an 
example as to how this might 
affect an average family’s quar- 
terly water bill. 

At the current rate, if a fam- 
ily’s water bill were $204, 
Doebel said, the 8.9% hike 
would increase that very same 
bill to $252, which is about a 
24% increase. 

Commissioner Cutler argued 
that while the rate increase 
might be a solution for today, it 
wouldn’t help bring in more 
users for tomorrow. “We want 
to encourage more users 
rather than discourage,” he 
said. 

Commissioner Penzien com- 
mented, “TI’d like to see a mod- 
est increase, but maybe not the 
whole amount.” 
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East Jordan Approves 
2013/14 Fiscal Year Budget 


Ultimately, Commissioner 
Cutler made a motion that the 
city maintain current water 
and sewer rates and not pro- 
ceed with the proposed in- 
crease. The motion passed ina 
4-3 vote, with Commissioners 
Cutler, Timmons, and Doebel, 
and Mayor Peck voting in 
favor. Commissioners Penzien, 
Breakey, and Burr opposed the 
motion. 

The proposed budget for the 
2013/14 fiscal year was 
adopted, with the inclusion 
that water and sewer rates re- 
main at their current rates. 
Mayor Peck and Commission- 
ers Penzien, Doebel, and Cutler 
all voted to adopt the proposed 
budget for the 2013/14 fiscal 
year. Commissioners Breakey, 
Burr and Timmons were op- 
posed. 

With water and sewer rates 
not increasing, the general 
fund balance will lower said, 
Yonker, but it will not be desti- 
tute. 

The city commission also 
moved forward with prelimi- 
nary steps in the creation of an 
ambulance authority. An am- 
bulance authority would mean 
that townships would band to- 
gether with the city to operate 
the ambulance service. Each 
township and the city would 
become 1/7 of a partner and 
would be funded by millages 
that voters would have to ap- 
prove within each township. 

Todd Sorenson, Supervisor 
of Wilson Township said, 


“Antrim County created an au- 
thority. [They] have been very 
successful. Our intent is to 
make sure East Jordan EMS is 
here in the future.” 

The fundamental goal: sus- 
tainability. 

Sorenson and East Jordan 
EMS director, Jay Peck re- 
quested the city commission to 
authorize the city’s participa- 
tion in creating a set of draft 
articles of incorporation, 
which would allow them to 
form a business plan for an au- 
thority. The city commission 
unanimously approved the re- 
quest and appointed City Ad- 
ministrator Chris Yonker to 
represent the city of East Jor- 
dan on the ambulance author- 
ity committee. 

“TYonker] has been an asset 
at the meetings,” said Peck and 
welcomed Yonker to the com- 
mittee. 

The city commission also 
gave commendation of 
achievement to the East Jor- 
dan High School Quiz Bowl 
Team, as they defeated Class A 
Midland High on March 18, 
2013 to earn the title of Quiz 
Central State Champions. The 
city commission offered con- 
gratulations to the team for 
their hard work and dedication 
in gaining the achievement. 

The next regular meeting of 
the city commission is sched- 
uled for 7pm on Tuesday, May 
21. 


Low Water Forum in Boyne City looks at possible 


reasons for

Is water in the Great Lakes 
literally disappearing into 
thin air? 

According to a panel of ex- 
perts leading a Low Water 
Level forum held at the Boyne 
City High School auditorium 
on Monday evening, May 6th, 
increased evaporation caused 
by changes in climate condi- 
tions may very well be the 
root cause to the 14 year 
stretch (and counting) of 
below average water levels on 
the Great Lakes. Over 350 
people filled the Boyne City 
High School auditorium to 
listen to the presentation and 
ask the panel questions — an 
indication of the high level of 
concern over sustained low 
lake levels. 

The panel at Monday 
evening’s Low Water Level 
forum consisted of Jennifer 
McKay - a policy expert for 
the Tip of the Mitt Watershed 
Council, retired US Army 
Corps of Engineers hydrolo- 
gist and current chair of Re- 
store Our Water International 
- Roger Guathier, and Lana 
Pollack — US Chair of the In- 
ternational Joint Commis- 
sion based in Washington DC. 
Moderator for the evening 
was Dan Mishler, president of 
the Lake Charlevoix Associa- 
tion, which was also the spon- 
sor of the event. 

Each of the panelists gave 
an approximately 30 minute 
presentation covering the his- 
tory of water levels on the 
Great Lakes, an analysis of 
natural and man-made effects 
on those water levels over the 
years, and a look at possible 
scenarios leading to the cur- 
rent low water levels. 

Two popular theories for 
those low levels; diversion of 
water from the Great Lakes 
through either the Chicago 
canal or the result of dredg- 
ing on the St. Clair River over 
the years, were dispelled by 
panelists McKay and Pollack, 
though panelist Gauthier sup- 
ported the concept that the 
deepening of the St. Clair 
River was a key element in 
lower lake levels on Huron 
and Michigan. Data does sup- 
port that since the dredging of 


that river began back in 1852, 
and again in the 1910’s, 1930’s 
and 1960’s, lake levels on 
Huron and Michigan have in- 
deed dropped between 16 and 
20 inches. 

However, McKay pointed 
out that total water inflow 
and outflow into the Great 
Lakes Basin is about equal 
(with the exception of 2012 
when lower runoff amounts 
resulted in greater outflow 
than inflow), and those losses 
through the St. Clair River 
and Chicago canals were not 
a factor in the recent lower 
lake levels. 

What the panelists did 
agree on was that the effect of 
climate change was a main 
suspect in receding lake lev- 
els over the last decade and a 
half. Some key points were 
that over the last 30 years, ice 
cover on the Great Lakes has 
decreased by an astounding 
76-percent, and rising air tem- 
peratures have resulted in ris- 
ing water temperatures; with 
Lake Superior water tempera- 
tures rising four-and-a-half 
degrees since 1974 — making it 
the fastest warming lake in 
the world. 

All of this warming and 
lack of ice cover translates 
into suspected increased 
evaporation, a potentially 
huge water outflow from the 
Great Lakes Basin. Up to this 
point there hasn’t been equip- 
ment installed on the Great 
Lakes to measure evaporation 
rates. Pollack announced that 
the International Joint Com- 
mission is in the process of 
seeking funding to have such 
systems installed. 

Pollack concluded the panel 
presentations with a sincere, 
though rather dismal obser- 
vation that low lake levels 
might well be the new norm, 
and those levels may continue 
to drop through the effects of 
climate change. She noted 
that future generations would 
be looking back at the deci- 
sions we are making now. 

“So good friends,” she con- 
cluded, “we need to think 
about our grandchildren and 
great grandchildren. Let’s 
stop dumping CO2 into our at- 
mosphere and do what we can 
now.”

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County Planning Commission updates future land use plan

CHARLEVOIX—The 
Charlevoix County Planning 
Commission continues work on 
the county’s Future Land Use 
Plan, elected a new secretary and 
reviewed four township zoning 
changes at the May 2 meeting. 

Future Land Use designa- 
tions indicate the intended use 
and development density for a 
particular area. Charlevoix 
County Commissioners are 
presently in the process of updat- 
ing the ongoing plan. To help 


with the process Planning Coor- 
dinator Stark has been receiving 
training on a GSI imaging pro- 
gram that can superimpose old 
aerial photographs with new. 
This program will aid the com- 
mission in more accurately see- 
ing changes that have taken 
place. “We can use this program 
to really analyze those changes 
over time,” said Stark. The pro- 
gram will be used to look at land 
use over time. The commission is 
working on prioritizing the goals 
laid out in the plan. 
Commissioner Larry Leven- 
good submitted his resignation 


as Secretary of the Planning 
Commission on April 18. Leven- 
good has been acting secretary 
since the county planning depart- 
ment was rearranged after for- 
mer Planning Director, Larry 
Sullivan’s retirement. Prior to 
the departmental changes the 
present Planning Coordinator, 
Kiersten Stark, performed the 
job of secretary and a very de- 
tailed, almost word for word, 
script of each meeting was re- 
quired. This job took hours. Fol- 
lowing discussion regarding the 
role of the Planning Commission 
Secretary, its history, and the re- 


lationship to the Planning De- 
partment Staff the excess detail 
was deemed as unnecessary, not 
required by Robert’s Rules of 
order and a library of audio 
recordings is also being kept. The 
meeting minutes must only com- 
ply with the Open Meetings Act. 
Bob Tidmore was voted new 
recording secretary. 

Four township zoning 
changes were submitted to the 
Planning Department for review. 
As per procedure, county staff 
reviewed the items and sent them 
to the Commission for considera- 
tion prior to the meeting. Re- 


quests from Norwood and Eve- 
line Township’s changes were 
sent back for further considera- 
tion and clarification. Evange- 
line’s changes to sign size 
requirements and shoreline stan- 
dards was approved as proposed 
and Marion Township’s intent to 
return three parcels at Loeb Road 
and M-66 that were accidentally 
changed to community service 
commercial (C1) back to indus- 
trial was approved. “I support the 
proposed rezoning,” said stark, 
“because they are trying to cor- 
rect the error.”

My story is not that much differ- 
ent from the tragic amount of sto- 
ries you hear about automobile 
accidents during the winter months, 
but it does stand unique because I 
met an angel in the darkest of times. 

On December 19th of 2012, my 
husband and I were driving home 
from grocery shopping at night and 
we were blinded by an oncoming car 
that had the most uniquely jolted 
blue headlights. To avoid a head on 
collision, I swerved our vehicle 
which put us on the path of hitting 
not only a utility pole but a couple of 
trees. Needless to say, our van was 
totaled. Aside from mechanical 
damage, my husband and I suffered 
back injuries and an array of bro- 
ken bones, all of which are healing. 

Now comes the part of the story 
where I remind myself, and you dear 
readers, that even during the most 
unsettling times, life has a beautiful 
way of highlighting light during the 
dark that could otherwise be seen as 
disaster. 

Our local EMT, Mr. Jay Peck, was 
one of the first on the scene. Jay 
was more than just a source of com- 
fort for both of us, he was like an 
angel. Aside from handling the situ- 
ation by what Iam assuming was 
100 % by the book, he also made my 
husband feel like we were his family 
— loved ones that need his attention, 
care and compassion when we felt 
vulnerable. With the help of Jay 
and others we were pulled to safety 
and transported to Charlevoix Hos- 
pital. Now this is where one would 
think the story would end — every- 
one did exactly what protocol called 
for, and my husband and I were on 
our paths to recovery — but this is 
where the story really starts. 

After Jay completed his duties, he 
tracked down to the location where 


they transported our recently 
abused van and removed all of our 
day’s shopping and anything else of 
value and brought it to our house 
and carefully took care of every- 
thing. The simple act of putting 
eggs in their home, placing milk 
where the milk has always gone and 
saving cherished mementos gifted to 
me by my grandchildren that would 
have otherwise been viewed as 
trash. Mr. Jay Peck changed the way 
I view simple acts of kindness. 

Several days later, Jay went out of 
his way to not only pick up my hus- 
band so he was able to retrieve medi- 
cine in Boyne City, but also took the 
time to attach a trailer to his vehicle 
so he could deliver me my wheel- 
chair. Over the next couple weeks, 
Jay not only continued to drive my 
husband and I to and from hospital 
visits, but he also did exactly what 
we both needed to help us recover — 
he showed us that he cared. 

Tam humbled to know sucha 
character. Jay deserves recognition 
and the highest praise for his self- 
less commitment to making others 
well being his priority. Every action 
that he took to ensure that we were 
cared for, got what we needed to help 
us push through this dark time was 
felt. His love and compassion 
speaks mounds of his character. 

So as I write this I am realizing 
that it’s not only so I can share the 
story of how one man went out of 
his way to show that good is all 
around, but to share that angels are 
not always what you and I may 
imagine — figures printed on holiday 
cards, robed and shining bright are 
not gifted to you and me everyday. 
They are our friends, our family and 
people like Jay who go out of their 
way to ensure we are safe and loved. 
They come into our lives when we 
need them the most changing the 
way we see forever. 


So I humbly give thanks to every 
everyday angel that is already doing 
good out there, and those who don’t 
know that they’re angels yet. Thank 
you to Mr. Jay Peck, our friend, com- 
panion and angel.

Students re- 
ceiving a satisfactory test 
grade will receive their 
Michigan Boating Safety 
Certificate at the conclu- 
sion of the course.
